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Extend the J urisdiction of Winter Assizes in Ireland. a.d. 1904 

TT7HEREAS doubts exist as to whether Winter Assizes in Ireland 
t * have power to deal with and dispose of Civil Bill appeals, 
traverses under the Railways (Ireland) Act, 1851, and appeals in 
respect of malicious injuries under the Local Government (Ireland) 

5 Act, 1898, and it is desirable to remove those doubts : 

And whereas this object cannot be attained without the 
authority of Parliament : 

Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
10 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

1. Any court held by virtue of the powers conferred by Winter 
section sixty -three of the Supreme Court of Judicature (Ireland) assize - 
Act, 1877, shall in addition to its present jurisdiction have the 

15 same powers for the hearing, despatch, and determination of Civil 
Bill appeals, traverses under the Railways (Ireland) Act, 1851, 
and appeals in respect of malicious injuries under the Local 
Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, if prescribed by the Order in 
Council as part of the business to be transacted at such court, 

20 as if such court were one of the usual courts of assize for 
the county in which such appeals and traverses arise. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Winter Assizes (Ireland) Short title. 
Act, 1904. 
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
